(2)  Any  liability  or  penalty  incurred  or  purporting 
to  have  been  incurred,  any  punishment  awarded  or 
purporting  to  have  been  awarded,  and  any  prosecution 
commenced  or  purporting  to  have  been  commenced — 

(a)  under  any  provision  of  the  said  Act  before  the

( b ) on  or  after  the  3rd  December  1948  under  any 
provision  of  the  said  Acton  the  footing  that  the  said 
Act  was  n force  at  the  relevant  time,  or 

(c)  under  any  provision  of  the  said  Ordinance, 

shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  incurred*  or  commenced 
under  the  corresponding  nro vision  of  this  Act. 
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14.  (I)  No  suit,  prosecution  or  other  legal  proceeding  Indemnity  f< 
shall  lie  in  any  court  against  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Acts  etc.,  doi 
*[State]  Government. or  any  person  acing  under  his  direr-  «Pky  < 
tion  or  aiding  or  assisting  him-5—  JCVBHof  1946. 


(&)  for,  cr  or.  recount  of,  or  in  respect  of,  any 
sentence  passed , or  any  act  ordered  or  done  by  him  in  exer- 
cise of  any  jurisdic'ion  or  power  purporting  to  have  been 
conferred  on  him  by  the  said  Act,  or 


(b)  for  carrying  out  any  sentence  passed  by  any 
court  in  exercise  of  any  such  jurisdiction  or  power 
as  aforesaid . 


(2)  No  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding  shall  lie 
against  the  1[State]  Government  for,  or  on  account 
of,  or  in  respect  of,  any  act,  matter  or  thing  whatsoever 
purporting  to  have  been  done  in  pursuance  of  or  under 
the  said  Act. 

(3)  Sub-sections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  have  effect 
alt  hough  the  said  Act  was  not  or  might  not  have  been 
in  force  at  the  relevant  time. 

15.  The  Madras  Preservation  of  Privaie  Forests  Act,  Repeals. 
1946,  and  the  Madras  Preservation  of  Private  Forests 
Ordinance,  1949,  are  hereby  repealed .

Whereas  it  is  expedient  further  to  amend  the  1[Tamil

Nadu]  Act  XXVII  of  1949),  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
appearing); 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Eleventh  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  ^Tamil  Nadu]  Preserva- 
tion of  Private  Forests  (Amendment)  Act,  I960. 

2 — 4.  (The  amendments  made  by  these  sections  have 
been  incorporated  in  the  principal  Act,  viz.,  Tamil  Nadu 
Act  XXVII  of  1949.) 

5.  Any  declaration  made  by  the  State  Government 
by  notification  in  the  Fort  St.  George  Gazette * under 
clause  (iii)  of  sub-section  (2)  of  section  1 of  the  principal 
Act  before  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  Act 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a declaration  made  by  the  District 
Collector  by  notification  in  the  District  Gazette  under 
tlause  (iii)  aforesaid  as  substituted  by  this  Act.
